London, Nov. 6.—The latest reports from the western battlefront 
reaching London from Dutch sources indicate that the Germans have 
retired from the Yser, but the fighting is said to be proceeding within 
the triangle of Ypres, Dixmude and Roulert. 

The latest official communications give evidence that the Ger¬ 
man assaults as becoming less intense and there -are many indications 
of the resumption of the offensive on the part of the allies, with tho 
Belgians reported occupying both banks of the Yser and forcing the 
Germans in that neighborhood to retire on Bruges. 

Russian Menace Will Help in the West. 

In spite of these reports, however, there is no disposition among 
the allies to be over-confident. Some hint of this feeling is found in 
the revived interest in London in the Russian military campaign. 

Military critics are voicing the hope that the advance on the 
eatern German frontier will become such a menace that Berlin will be 
compelled to recall several seasoned corps from the western front to 
meet the new danger.
